Middletown Township's much- 
discussed and complete recom­ 
mendations designed to prevent 
chimney fires in Levittown Jubi­ 
lee, Pennsylvania and Colonial- 
style homes were made public last 
night at a township supervisors' 
meeting.

1. Cut an access panel through 
the plaster board approximately 
18 inches high on the second 
floor level at the base plate of 
the chimney. Remove insula­ 
tion material aud debris found 
around the base plate. Vacuum 
free of soot and dirt. 


2. Install one-eighth asbestos 
board laaatoMsw ogntast DW ll 
wood Wists. la order to do M o \ 
from the first floor through the 
ceiling, cat back so aa to pro­ 
vide one inch clearance on all 
four sides of the bose plate. 
This is the metal plate through 
which the flue pipe runs from 
the burner to the second floor.

Centennial Injunction Hearing Opens 
School Board Attorney Calls 
Bible Ban ‘Road To Decay’ 


A ban against distribution of the 
Gideon Bible in public schools 
would be a ban against cultural 
enrichment, an attorney told the 
Bucks County Court today. 


Richardson Blair, representing 
the Centennial Joint School Board, 
said that "this hacking away and 
gradual diminishment of cultural­ 
ly enriching things in the public 
school system is part of a long 
road to decay.” 


Blair made his statement at the 
opening of a hearing into a re­ 
quest for an injunction which 
would 
prohibit 
the 
Centennial 
board from making pocket-size 
copies of the Gideon Bible avail­ 
able to children from the fifth 
grade up in Centennial Schools. 


The injunction has been sought 
by Mr. and Mrs. Norman Polster, 
Quakers of Southampton, on the 
grounds that by 
making such 


Bibles available the board violates 
both the U.S. and the Pennsyl­ 
vania Constitutions on separation 
of church and state. The Roisters 
have two children attending Cen­ 
tennial Schools. 


Samuel M. Snipes, representing 
the Bolsters, maintained that the 
presence of the Bibles would sub­ 
ject children to religious pres­ 
sure. 
Ruling Today 
Judges Edward B. Biester and 
Lawrence A. Monroe, who are 
hearing the petition for an in­ 
junction, are expected to make a 
ruling late this afternoon. 


Sniper claimed that the Bibles, 
which in this case consist only of 
the New Testament, the Psalms 
and the Proverbs, would not be 
distributed in Catholic Schools nor 
would they be accepted by per­ 
sons of the Jewish faith. 


Catholics use the Douay ver­ 
sion of the Bible; the Gideon 
Bible in dispute is the King James 
version. 
"Subtle Pressures’' 
"This would subject the students 
of minority cultures and religions 
to subtle pressures and be very 
bad and objectionable," Snipes 
said. 
Snipes and Blair differed on the 
literary value of the Bible. 
"it is a good book, educational, 
a source and reference book,” 
Blair said. 


However, Snipes said that to 
call the Bible "great literature 
alone would be a desecration of 
the Scriptures," apparently in 
reference to the religious connota­ 
tions of the Bible.

“What I want to make sure U 
that you don’t become slaves to 
slogans,” Kennedy said, drawing 
applause in return. 
Citing American social progress 
in recent decades, Kennedy said 
the difference between the United 
States and the Communists is that 
Communists cannot tolerate diver, 
sity. 
“Look what happened to Bortt 
Pasternak." he said, referring to 
the late Soviet writer who was 
condemned in Russia for his writ­ 
ings critical of Communism 
“Is that something with which 
you agree?
